BUTLER’S STATEMEXT.

AN EYE WITNESS’ ACCOUNT.

THE CRAPS GAME. 

The creps game that led to this morning’s 
shooting wasrun underthe Standard Thea- 
ter on Seventh and Walnut, which is man- 
aged by City Attorney Butler and owned by his 


father. Editor Reedy for charging in the 
Sunday Mirror that City Attorney 
got a fake oft from the Fame, was arrested 
two days ago on a warrant issued 
on City Attorney Butler’s complaint, 
charging criminal libel. Butler claimed 
that he had rented the saloonto his cousin, 
James Coughlan, and having quarreled with 
him he had not visited the saloon for some 
time and was unaware of the game’s exist- 
ence. 

The game was run, it was said, by a lawyer 
named Billy McNamara and a man named 
Eddie Burrows, a dfte expert, who, with 
his pall, Jack Noland, had done 
Albany, N. V., of $6,000 in a manner most 
pleasing to the deholders. McNamara 
admitted being in the game and 
paying $10 a day, that for the 
rooms which were in the rear of the billiard 
rooms and approached by a passage entered 
from Walnut street and leading by the bin- 
jard rooms to a white door through 
which players passed after due inspection. 
The game bevan Thanksgiving and was 
booming merrily along with prospect of 
a big holiday week—for Burrows and 
McNamara when the publication of its his 
tory brought it to at least a temporary 
standstill. Burrows, Leary’s companion at

WILSON HOWARD. 


The Condemned Man Granted Stay in 
Execution of Sentence. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 26.—Wilson 
Howarda’s short lease on life was to-day 
lengthened, Gov. Stone granting a stay of 
the execution of the death sentence till Jan. 


19. 

As is well-known, Howard was convicted 
of murder and sentenced to be hung. The 
case was appealed to the Supreme Court 
which court affirmed the sentence, and 


fixed the date of execution as Dec. 
29. Gov. Stone denied a petition for 
a commutation to life imprisonment, al- 
though the petition was urged by th he Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky and other State officials, 
and many members of both houses of the 
Legislature of that State. The application 
for a respite is granted, the Governor giving 
his reasons in this language: 

1 am now advised by the Chief Justice, 
Secretary of State an other prominent 
citizens of Kentucky, that new and import- 
ant facts have been recently discovered 
and are being prepared for presentation 
for my consideration, and [am requested 
by them to stay the execution in order 
to afford the friends of the defendant an 
opportunity to lay this evidence before me. 
I am also very urgently etitioned 
by the mother of P. Wilson Howard to grant 
a brief respite to her son, If for no other pur- 
pose than to enable him, after all hope of 
life has departed, to make suitable bre para- 
tions for the solemn ordeal before him.’ 

The Sheriff of Laclede County is then in- 
structed to see the sentente of death exe- 
cuted on Jan. 19, 1894

CAPACITY OF THE BRAIN. 


As Doctors Cannot Agree, an Amateur 
Makes Some Wonderfal Calculations. 


From Cassell’s Magazine. 

Surely, minute portions of the brain may 
contain a great deal. The cells vary in size 
from one three-hundredth of an inch in di- 
ameter to one three-thousandth; and this 


deins known, it is not difficult to estimate 
the entire number of them inthe brain. Dr. 
Hooke, the mathematician, said 8, 155,760,000; 
but according to Maynert’s ca iculation the 
number of cerebral celis is only 600,000,000. 
Seeing that the doctors differ, let us use the 
slate and pencil oursélves. The thinking 
power of the brain is balie ved to reside in the 
gray matter of the surface. This is a sheet 
of irregular nerve surface, which is crumpled 
nto convolutions through being confined 
within the Darrow limits of the skull, It it 
were spread out fat it would be found equal 
to a layer one inch in thickness, and 12 inches 
long by ll inches broad—or slightly more— 
giving a total ot 131 cubicinches. If all the 
cells were One three-hundredth of an inch in 
diameter, there would be room for 27,000,000 
of them in one cubic inch, and therefore for 
8,618,000,000 in the whole; but since many of 
the cells are smaller, the total number must 


be greater. 

Let us, however, be content with the 
8,618,000,000. What is a million? The Bible, 
Old and New Testament together, is said to 
contain about 3, 250,000 of letters; we should, 
therefore, have to pile up 1,113 copies of the 
scriptures to get a heap containing as many 
letters as the brain contains cells. As each 
cell may accommodate one idea or thought 
probably even smaller storehouses woul 
suffice for the wants of the average human 
creature. Onthe other hand, when great 
thinkers require accommodation, they may 
perbaps be able to grow more brain Cells; 
and Webster did tell a great American 
scholar that he had to change the size of his 
hat every few years.

This caused the utmost excitement and a 
sharp lookout was kept along the coast at 
@very point of vantage in order that the 
Coming of the rebels might be duly signalied. 
Yesterday, however, the Nictheroy was at 
sea hunting, it ts announced, for the two 
rebel ships referrea to with the purpose of 
forcing them to do battle. 

The inhabitants of Pernambuco, however, 
were astonished to see the Nictheroy return 
to-day, reporting that she had been unable 
to find the two rebel ships. The latter were 
said to have been sighted, bound for the con- 
Vict settlement on the island of Fernando de 
Noronha, tothe north of this port, and the 
object of Admiral de Mello in making for the 
island referred to was said to be the libera- 
tion of the convicts, who were to be enlisted 
in the Brazilian insurgent marine force, 

it is now said that the Nitcheroy will here 
await the coming of the rebel ships and will 
Hight them in or about this port, 

From Rio de Janeiro there is little or no 
fresh news to be had. The adherents of both 
sides claim that their oponents are driven to 
the last extremity and that they must soon 
givein. One thing is certain, and that is 
that the people are getting heartily tired at 
the monotonous eourse of events and that some 
Gecided action upon the part ofeither Presi- 
Gent Peixoto or Admiral de Mello would be a 
positive relief to American people interested 
in the Brazilian struggle. 

Of course both sides continue the circu- 
lation of rumors calculated to do as much 

ge as possible to the other side; thus

The United States, it is Mnally insisted, 
must compela strict observance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and that if this is done the col- 
lapse of the revolution is only a question of a 
very short time. 

On the other hand, the insurgents main- 
tain that Peixoto is nothing more thana 
military dictator, who is imposing his will 
upon the people of Brazil, in defance of the 
popular sentiment and in every way against 
the constitution and in opposition to the 


principles of republicanism. 
Far from desiring to establish a monarchy, 


the rebels insist that they are combatting 


the monarchial or one man power system of 
government, and that if the United States 
extends sympathy and moral support to 
Peixoto the Government of the great Re- 
public will be using its power to support a 
Gictater and oppose a popular movement in 


Brazil.

The Democratic Memberg of the Upper 
House Finanoe Committee Realize 
They Will Not Be Relieved of Respon- 
sibility by the Action of the House— 
They Alieady Know It Will Be Very 
Difficult for Them to Harmonize Diver- 
gent Views-—Their Recent Meeting— 
Congress and Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—What the Senate 
will do with the tariff is coming to be a ques- 
tion of some moment new that it is realized 
that probably only a little more than a 
month willelapse before the bill providing 
for its change shall reach the body. The 
Democratic members of the Finance Com- 
mittee appreciate that they will not be re- 
lieved of responsibility by the action of the 
House, and are looking forward to the time 
when the House will have to take it up and 
go to work upon it as a live issue and 
with a complete sense of their 
duty to the country and their party, 
regardless of the action of the House. They 
have already gone far enough to know that 
itis going to be very difficult for them to 
harmonize views which are in some respects 
widely conflicting. The meeting which they 
held a few weeks ago are believed to have 
developed more in this respect than was 


given to the country. 

There will necessarily be vast differences 
as todetails and it seems probable now that 
member of the committee will have many 
changes to suggest if the bill is allowed to 
stand as a whole; but the principal contest 
will be over a proposition to report a com- 
plete substitute for the Wilson bill in the 
Senate. The only thing which will probably 
prevent this radical treatment will be the im- 
possibility of agreement among the Demo- 
cratic members who do not accept with 
favor the present bill. The Democratic 
membership ofthe Senate Committee on 
Finance, composed asit is of Senators from 
all parts of the country, as far east as New 
Jersey and as far west as Missouri and o- 
cluding representatives from Indiana, 
Tennessee, North Carolina and Arkansas, 
naturally presents all the varying shades of 
sentiment on this subject beld in the party, 
from a belief in protection to American labor 
and American industries to an advocacy of 
as near an approach to free trade as the col- 
lection of revenue to pay the expenses of the 
Government will permit. 

Senator McPherson, representing an East- 
ern manufacturing constituency, has been 
known for years as a Randall Democrat, and 
his friends Intimate that he finds so many 
objectionable features inthe bill in the d- 
rection of a reduction of duties on manufac- 
tured goods that he would prefer to amend 
by the substitution of acomplete new 


measure. 

On the other hand, Senator Jones of Ar- 
kansas believes absolutely in a tariff for rev- 
enue and for no other purpose, and does not 
consider that protection is constitutional. 
He does not like the retention of the sugar 
bounty and is inclined to the opinion that a 
small duty on this article for revenue pur- 
poses would be far more strictly in ac- 
cord with Democratic doctrine and would 
serve the purposes of the Treasury better at 
this time. He finds many traces of the pro- 
tective theory left in the Wilson Dill and 
would aoubtless, if he had his way about the 
matter, report a substitute for the entire 
bill w hich would look absolutely to the rev- 
enue feature and knock out all semblance of 
protection to whatever interest. 

Senators Harris, Vest and Vance would be 
more inclined to coincide with Mr. Jones than 
with Mr. McPherson. 

Senator Voorhees, who, as Chairman of the 
committee, will have more than other mem- 
bers to do in shaping its course, may be de- 
nominated a conservative, as 
these conflicting theories, and 
safe to say that he will 
the retention of the Wilson Dill. 
holds the opinion thatthe Democratic mem 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee have 
done a great deal of hard work in preparin 
the bill and finds in itso many features tha 
commend themselves to him that he thinks 
it ought to stand with few changes.

With the — 2 holding the same 
views as the Chairman of the committee it 
would seem probable at this time that the 
Wilson bill will hold its place as such when 
reported to the Senate from the Finance 
Committee. nquestionably there will be 
many changes, but if the internal revenue 
bill should provea fairly satisfactory means 

of providing for the Treasury deficit, the 
Wilson bill, after being tossed about, ‘criti- 
cised and altered toa ater or less degree, 
will be reported to the Senate by its commit- 
tee early in the spring months. 

Such a thing migbt happen as Senator Me- 
Pherson joining with the Republicans and 
thus taking the question quite out of 
the hands of the Democratic majority of the 
committee, but that is not probable under 
all the circumstances. Stron ure may 
be brought upon bim from his own State to 

ursue this course, but the wishes of the 

ident will be a strong factor with the 
Kew Jersey Senator. Furthermore, he is a 
man who always prefers to make his fight 
within the lines of his own party. 

The prospects are that those persons who 
are opposing the free raw materials in the 
Wilson bill, coal, tron and lead ore, lumber, 
etc., will concentrate their efforts to secure 
changes in the bill in the Senate.

The Treasury’s Oondition. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 26.—The prospects 
are during the present week the avaliable 
cash balance of the Treasury will reach a 


figure er than has ever been recorded in 
its hist Atthe close of business Satur- 
day the balance, as stated on the books of 
the Treasury, was $90,487, ; and it is gen- 
erally expected that it will fall below the 

„000, 000 mark during the week. The total 
balance on the Ist inst. was $95,199,616, show- 
ing a reduction during the month of $4,712, - 
848. The loss, however, has fallen more 
largely upon the currency balance than upon 
the gold reserve. The marked excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts, it is now believed, 
will show a deficieney in the revenues at the 
close of the calendar year of approximately 
$37,000,000. 


To Defeat the Tariff Bill. 


New YorK, Dec. 26.—The Herald makes the

FAIR GROUNDS PLAN. 


Schemes to Pay Off the Indebtedness of 
the Institution. 


The great stickier of the St. Louis Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical Association reorgani- 
zation is the floating debt of $57,000, that has 
to be cared foratonce. The recent personal 


mortgages of $6,000 only paid off a wee bit 
of this debt, principally coal bills for the 
Jockey Club-house and meat bills for the 
same institution. The ey directors were 
told when they took hold that there was only 
the debt of $420,000 for themtocarry. They 
placed it at 5 per cent on their mort- 
gage bonds. They were told the 
floating debt was provided for, but 
it was hot. Ithas been the source of many 
white hairs. 

Over $200,000 of the third mortgage indebt- 
edness holders have consented to let Interest 
accumulate for five years, but will not wait 
permanently. The idea of the directors is 
to eventually issue $800,000 of new first mort- 
gage bonds at 5 per cent and save a big in- 

rest bill besides wiping out the floatin 
debt aud the deferred interest on the thi 
mortgage bonds. When the first directors 
went in they had an interest debt of $57,000 
a year to carry. This they cut to $46,000 
They can eventually raise the $800,000 —— yet 
only have to pay $42,000 a year in interest. 
The first $250,000 of the first-mortgage bonds 
fell due in November, but a three-year exten- 
sion was secured. By that time the new 
scheme will be carried through, it is believed.

HIS ROMANTIC MARIA ro MISS INDA 
SCALES OF INDIANA. 


Formed Her Acquaintances Through a 
Letter From Her Found in the Potket 
of John OC. Griffiths, Who Was Killed 
Here by a Train While on His Way to 
Wed Miss Scales. 


B. F. Gilbreath, a reporter on a St. Louis 
afternoon publication, was married at noon 
yesterday to Miss Inda Scales of Scalesville, 
Ind., the daughter of a prominent and 
wealthy farmer. The young couple returned 
to St. Louis this morning and are domiciled 
at 7807 South Broadway. Mr. Gilbreath is 
confident he has made the scoop of his life. 
The acquaintance and marriage of the 
young couple was the outgrowth of 
Gilbreath’s persistence in following up an 
item,andthe attendant circumstances are 
romantic inthe extreme. Partof the story 
detailed below was obtained from Squire 
Chris Noepper of Luxemburg, and the re- 
mainder from friends of Mr. Gilbreath. 

Fora numberof years Mr. Gilbreath has 
reported news from Carondelet and the 
southern part of St. Louis County. On July 
28, 1891, he was atthe Carondelet Police 


Station in conversation with Capt. Sam J. 
Boyd, when Squire Noepper came ju to in- 
form the Captain that a man had been killed 
on the Iron Mountain Rallroad at Jefferson 
Barracks. The eng / was so mangled that 
the Squire coula not identify himand think- 
ing the police would want some record of his 
death, Noepper had requested the Captain’s 
attendance at the inquest. 
GILBREATH’S CLEW, 

Gilbreath accompanied the party and in 

picking up the remains ofthe man he found 


a pocket containing a note-book and a letter 
from a youn lady named Indato John, The 
letter was carefully tied with blue ribbon. In 
the note-book found in the man’s pocket 
were the names Inda Scales and JohnGrifiilths. 
Squire Noepper wanted to send information 
to some of the relatives of the 
dead man, but could not find their 
address. In looking over the note book 
Gilbreath found Warrick County, Ind., 
written and decided to senda letter to Miss 
Scales at that address in hopes that it would 
reach her. Miss Scales answered -his letter, 
told him thatthe man killed was John 0. 
Griffiths, to whom she was to have 
been married two days after the accident. 
Griffiths was on his way to Scaiesvilile at the 
time he was killed to be married. At Jeffer- 
son Barracks he stepped offhis train and 
was run over by a train coming in the oppo- 
site direction. During the past two years a 
correspondence has been kept up S¥etween 
Miss Scales and Mr. Gilbreath, and last 
month he received an invitation to visit. her 
at her country home. 

The invitation was accepted and Mr. Gil- 
breath left one Friday evening. The lady 
was to meet him at the depot at Boonvilie, 
Ind., and drive him out to her home, which 
is some thirteen miles from Boonvilile.

THE ostentatious abuse of Christmas 
present-giving was well illustrated in the

But every present 
sent them as a mere tribute to place or 
from a sordid motive, was a violation of 
the true spirit of the festival, and was un- 
welcome and unworthy. The money ex- 
pended upon them was sadly misspent in 
these times of hardship. 


Tas placing of 1 the Santa Fe system in 
the hands of receivers is doubtless a 
necessity at the present time. But as in 
the case of many other railroads the neces- 
sity was probably brought about in the 
main by a squeezing process extending 
over along term of years. The system is 
overloaded with debt burdens which largely 
represent the profits of railroad manipn- 
lators. Whether the receivership will 
advance the real interests of the road or 
not remgins to be seen. There have been 
so many abuses of receiverships under the 
sanction of the courts that the public is 
warranted in regarding them with sus- 
plelon until their purpose is proved by 
works. 
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THE SOUTHWEST'S MENACE, 

Gov. Fishback of Arkansas has made 
good use of the information received in the 
investigation of the Olyphant train rob- 
bery. It admirably serves as the basis for 
his public protest against the preservation 
of the Indian Territory in its present state 
as a rendezvousand refuge for desperadoes. 
No proof other than the records of crime 
and of the pursuit of criminalsin the South- 
west is needed to demonstrate that the 
territory is the headquarters of gangs 
of desperate characters and criminal 
refugees who use it not only as a 
— of safety but as a base of lawless 
operations. The records of the courts 
show this and the experience of law offi- 
cers in the Southwestern States corrobor- 
ates the proof. 

But to convince the public mind specific 
facts are nécessary. Gov. Fishback gives 
the facts. He discloses the information 
thatthe Olyphant robbery was planned 
and exccuted by Indian Territory desper- 
adoes. He shows that another rob- 
bery in Tennessee had been planned 
by the same gang, which indicates a wide 
radius of operations from the Territory 
headquarters. He quotes the records 
showing that sixty-one law-breakers from 
three States and one Territory are known 
to have escaped arrest by flight into the 
Indian Territory and that 200 murders not 
cognigable by the Federal courts were 
committed there. He calls attention to 
the farcical nature of the Indian govern- 
ments and the confusion of authority 
within their borders. 

The conclusion from these facts is 
inevitable that the existing condi- 
tions in the Territory are bad for 
the people of the States surrounding it 
and worse for the Indians. A Gov. Fish- 
back points out the influence of these 
desperadoes is most pernicious upon the 
young Indians. In short, the Territory 
in its present state is accurately described 
as a constant menace to the welfare of In- 
dians and whites, A change is demanded 
in behalf of both. There would have been 
a State there the equal of Kansas or Ne- 
braska by this time if Congress had willed 
it twenty years ago. 
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THE DEFENSE OF ANARCHY. 

The assassin, Vaillant, proposes to reat 
his case upon the writings of Victor Hugo, 
Renan, Proudhon, and other modern po- 
litical and social writers, and if they are 
not enough he will call Plato, Socrates 
and Aristotle as witnesses for the defense. 
Nothing could better prove the topsy- 
turvy condition of the Anarchist brain 
than this appeal to broad-minded lovers of 
liberty to justify them in their petty at- 
tempts to play a great role. All of the 
writers and philosophers cited have said 
some hard things about tyrants and op- 
pression, and these poor ‘‘cranks’’ with 
their brains awry and their moral natures 
perverted by too much dwelling upon 
their own personal wrongs, have been con- 
firmed in their lunacy by the healthy sen- 
timents of healthy-minded enthuslasts. 
The Anarchists cannot understand declar- 
ations against tyranny except as exhorta- 
tions to kill the tyrant. 

The muddled condition of these people 
is perhaps best illustrated by poor Pren- 
dergast, who, whether he is responsible or 
not, isa ‘‘crank’* and given over to all 
the fantasies of a disordered mind. There

The worst of it is, these hapless pests are

chances of the ballot suggest dark fancies 
and the generalizations of philosophers are 
taken as unquestioned practicalities to be 
realized by the stroke of a dagger or the 
explosion of abomb. They are objects of 
pity rather than hate, but it is hard to see 
how they can be dealt with except as dan- 
gerous wild beastsare dealt with for the 
protection of humanity, 


COLOR 4 AND “CRIME. 
We have not yet decided whether the 
following anonymous letter to the editor 
of the Post-D1msPATCH was written by some 
keen-witted negro intent upon satirizing 
‘*the color line, or by some really indig- 
nant white man: 

Is there no law against allowing our officers 
in escorting our white prisoners from this 
city tothe penitentiary at Jefferson City to 
handcuff them to colored men while travel- 
ing over the road? Is there any law that 
allows our officers to humiliate our prisoners 
in this manner? I was riding over the Mais- 
sour! Pacific a month ago and witnessed this 
sight: A well-dressed white man who was 
going up for his first offense was handcuffed 
to a coal-dlack nigger; and he seemed to 
feel this disgrace worse than going to the 
pen. Oannot this be stopped? Please an- 
swer through your paper. 

The ‘‘coal-black nigger’’ in this case 


was going to the Penitentiary as a con- 
victed felon, and so was the well dressed 
white man.’’ In that respect they were 
equals in the eye of the law, which was 
punishing them for their crimes, regard- 
less of their good or bad clothes or the 
color of their skins. We really do not see 
how this sortof thing can be stopped nor 
just why it should be stopped. 

The spectacle was simply an attestation 
of the fact that Missouri law is no re- 
specter of persons, though its adminis- 
trators may be at times. it does not pro- 
vide separate courts, jails and peniten- 
tiaries or separate handcuffs and convey- 
ances for white and colored convicts, If 
that ‘‘well-dressed white man’’ had 
always borne this fact in mind, 
relying more on character than on com- 
plexion, and being more careful about his 
conduct than about his clothes, he might 
have saved the State the expense of send- 
ing him to the penitentiary handcuffed to 
a brother felon of humblerancestry and 
darker hue. 

Even in those States where the law draws 
the color line by ordaining that negroes 
and whites shall ride in separate cars, the 
separation applies only to voluntary trav- 
elers. In the case of handcuffed convicts, 
there is no more color line in the law than 
there is provision in the Bible for a ‘‘col- 
ored gallery’’ in heaven. Conventional 
lines of social distinction may be set up 
against unconvicted people of any class or 
race, but there is no such distinction 
among the condemned either in the peni- 
tentiary or in Hades.

MEETING TO-MORROW NIGHT TO PASS. 
UPON ITS FUTURE. 


It Has Been a Losing Venture and the 
Gymnasium Association and Athietic 


Club Cannot Agree — Effort Being 
Made by Some Members to Make It 


Furely a Social Club. 


The old friction between the dual organiza- 
tions in what is known generally as the 
Pastime Club has assumed an acute phase. 
The Pastime Gymnasium Association, bot an 
athletic cluh, but an organization of stock - 
holders who put up the money to 
build the club-house, has tired of running 
the concern at a loss, and have issued an 
ultimatum to The Pastime Athletic Club 
telling them they must take and run the 
club-house on certain se aa or get out al- 
together. 

The clab members mest accept or reject 
the proposition at a meeting to be held to- 
morrow night. 

The affairs of the club have been handled 
heretofore by the representatives 
of the Gymnasium Association. This 


was the cause of perpetual friction. The 
gymnasium people are good mess men in 
their own ie, but not exper at conduct- 
ing the affairs of an athieticclub. The way 
in which the club-house has been managed 
has been expensive and unprofitable. —— 
ever the athietic club wanted 
with anything in the 
scope of the Association, they claim to have 
—_ hampered by the Gy mnasiom Associa- 

tion 

Since Mr. Rufus J. Delano was elected 
President of the Club, matters have been 
running with more smoothness, and the 
Club has had the most successful year in its 
history. Now another movement has sprung 
up that threatens disruption. It is alle that 
there is a movement on foot to crush out the 
athietic feature in the cluband make 6 a 
social organization with sportas a side issue. 
Some of the members of the Gymnasium As- 
sociation are said to favor the idea. Their 
friends in the Athletic Club are very well 
disposed towards the idea. 


PRESIDENT DELANO’S VIEWS. 
President Delano, when seen this morning, 
said: ‘*To-morrow night’s meeting will, I 
think, decide the club’s future. The people 
who subscribed the money to build the club 


intended that it should be used to foster ath- 
letic sports. The management of 
its affairs should therefore have 
been turned over to the Athietic 
Club. This was not done and the terests 
ofboth have suffered. Entirely too much 
money is spent in managing the club- house. 
Ide expense is over $12,000 a year. I saved 
them $1,040 by having their State tax bill 
canceled on the ground that it was an educa- 
tional institation. This money would have 
been paid. There are all kinds of salaries— 
$100 a month for a treasurer, $125 for 
a secretary, $75 for a wrestling in- 
structor, janitors, doorkeepers, attendants, 
and everything else. All the money is eaten 
Ar in expenditures that could be curtailed by 
hiring a manager. The club has to meet the 
interest on over $385,000 indebtedness. Only 
550, 000 worth of stock was subscribed and the 
building cost $92,000. The Gymnasium Asso- 
ciation want to meet the interest on the in- 
debtedness, Dut the proposition they made 
to the Atbletic Club a month ago 
entertained. They wanted 
a guarantee of $50 
100 merchants to secure 
payment ot the rent. We will pay es but 
not furnish bonds. The directors 1 both 
associations will putthe matter berore the 
mepmbere for Gociston to-morrow night.
